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REPORT  OF  TOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  purpose  of  the  Town  Conservation  Commission 
is  to  study,  promote,  develop  and  make  better  use  of 
the  natural  resources  of  the  town. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  of  your 
Commission  for  the  year  1969-1970. 

1.  The  members  traveled  about  the  town  locating 
and  making  an  inventory  of  scenic  and  historical  areas. 
A  written  report  of  lands  with  historical  significance  or 
unusual  scenic  value  was  submitted  to  the  N.H.  Depart- 
ment of  Resources  and  Economic  Development,  and  to 
the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service,  as  v>^ell  as  being 
placed  on  file  in  the  town. 

2.  The  program  of  eradicating  poison  ivy  in  public 
places  was  continued.  Local  Boy  Scouts,  Troop  No.  359, 
assisted  with  this  project  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Walter  Weidman. 

3.  Private  land  owners  have  been  contacted  in  re- 
gard to  the  possibility  of  acquiring  or  leasing  portions 
of  their  lands  for  a  town  or  memorial  forest.  No  definite 
commitments  have  been  made  but  certain  land  owners 
are  interested  and  sympathetic  to  such  a  project. 

4.  The  Commission  is  working  to  acquire  or  lease 
a  site  or  sites  suitable  for  flooding  for  wetland-wildlife 
purposes,  which  in  the  winter  would  serve  for  recrea- 
tion, namely  skating. 

5.  A  study  is  being  made  of  the  status  of  old  roads 
in  the  town,  that  the  Commission  may  be  prepared  to 
make  recommendations  for: 

a.  Their  proper  recreational  use. 

b.  Access  for  fire  control. 

Also  to  assist  in  determining  the  town's  authority  and 
responsibility  concerning  same. 

6.  Application  was  made  to  the  Spaulding-Potter 
Charitable  Trust  for  funds  which  were  to  be  available 
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to  the  Conservation  Commissions  of  a  limited  number 
of  towns.  Our  request  was  granted  and  a  check  for 
$250.00  has  been  received.  This  sum  is  designated  by 
the  Trust  to  be  used  specifically  for  educational  and  pro- 
motional work  concerning  Conservation. 

7.  Monthly  meetings  are  held  by  the  Commission. 
Suggestions  from  interested  citizens  would  be  welcomed. 

8.  A  public  meeting  is  planned  for  April  13th  at  the 
Strafford  Elementary  School  and  all  town  residents  are 
urged  to  attend.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1969  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area. 
Frequent  rains  kept  the  clanger  to  a  minimum  and 
there  were  few  violations.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's 
job  would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State 
laws  that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A 
synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or 
near  woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if 
in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well 
as  brush  burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regula- 
tion to  be  prior  to  9^00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own 
property  with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On 
another's  property  with  written  permission  of  the  land- 
owner and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden 
can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits 
for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National 
Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at 
the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public 
camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been 
built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60 
days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  reck- 
lessly that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum 
fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 
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3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1) 
above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  wood- 
land maximum  fine  of  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good 
habit.  Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

As  time  passes,  there  seems  to  be  little  diminution  in 
the  numbers  that  public  schools  are  asked  to  serve. 
The  enrollment  in  the  Strafford  school  system  continues 
to  increase.  The  enrollment  of  the  Center  School  has 
increased  by  23  from  September  of  1968  to  September 
of  1969.  The  number  requiring  transportation  has  in- 
creased sufficiently  to  necessitate  a  double-run  in  the 
Bow  Lake  Route.  It  is  indeed  fortunate  that  the  Dis- 
trict was  sufficiently  far  sighted  to  add  rooms  to  the 
building.  Until  the  Rochester  AREA  school  becomes 
operable  on  the  junior  high  level,  the  building  will  con- 
tinue to  be  crowded.  At  the  present  time  it  is  evident 
that  at  least  one  additional  teacher  is  needed  for  the 
coming  year.  It  would  appear  to  be  necessary  to  plan 
to  use  a  part  of  the  auditorium  for  a  classroom  during 
the  coming  school  year. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  School  Board  has 
been  working  hard  to  codify  its  policies.  These  are 
especially  important  as  the  School  Board  Policies  pro- 
vide the  broad  outlines  which  guide  the  conduct  of  the 
school  by  the  professional  staff.  The  Board  is  to  be 
commended  for  its  adoption  of  a  new  admittance  policy 
for  beginning  students  which  is  in  accord  with  the  out- 
come of  current  educational  thought,  and  is  based  upon 
sound  research.  A  copy  of  the  policies  adopted  is  avail- 
able in  the  school  building.  The  Board  members  also 
maintain  copies  of  these  policies.  When  changes  are 
made,  publication  of  the  changes  is  made  possible  by 
the  courtesies  extended  by  the  local  representatives  of 
the  press. 

A  venerable  and  respected  member  of  New  Hamp- 
shire's corps  of  dedicated  Superintendents  recently 
made  some  remarks  in  his  valedictory  which  are  worth 
quoting  in  part. 

Education  used  to  concern  itself  with  the  Three 
R's  or  what  is  now  called  the  basics  and  for  the 
agrarian  society  of  the  early  days  of  our  country, 
the  ability  to  read  and  cipher  a  bit  was  adequate 
.  .  .  Educators,  in  an  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  of 
society,  changed  to  "educating  the  whole  child." 

It  was  at  this  point  where  we  ran  into  trouble. 
At  first,  educational  proponents  of  change  had 
little  trouble  in  selling  the  new  ideas  in  teaching. 
We  dropped  phonics  for  sight  reading,  we  adopted 
the  so-called  new  math,  we  ungraded  schools,  and 
made  other  changes  .  .  .  We  learned  at  least  one 
thing  and  that  is  there  is  a  great  deal  of  truth  in 
the  old  adage,  "that  what  is  good  for  the  goose  is 
not  always  good  for  the  gander."  We  have  known 
right  along  that  all  youngsters  are  not  alike,  but 
in  too  many  instances  we  tried  to  place  them  in  the 
same  program  and  while  some  youngsters  profited 
from  their  new  experiences,  an  equal  number  suf- 
fered from  them  .  .  . 
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We  have,  in  essence,  returned  to  many  of  the  basics, 
and  are  working  with  the  individual  child.  We  have 
realized  the  importance  of  such  things  as  phonics  and 
the  ability  to  cipher  a  bit.  Further,  we  are  doing  some- 
thing about  it. 

School  Management  in  its  issue  of  January,  1969 
indicated  that  school  costs  have  risen  sharply.  In  its 
publication  of  December,  1969,  the  New  Hampshire 
School  Board  Association  quoted  this  article,  in  part, 
as  follows: 

Why  this  sudden  spurt?  One  answer  that  seems 
to  make  a  lot  of  sense  is  .  .  .  teacher  militance. 
Translated  in  terms  of  a  "raise,"  the  average 
teacher  in  the  nation's  median  school  district  is 
receiving  a  10.4%  wage  hike  this  year,  compared 
to  a  respectable  6%  increase  Icist  year,  and  a  good 
8%  shot  in  the  arm  in  1966-67. 

The  application  of  the  above  quotation  which  might  be 
made  here  is  that  Strafford  salaries  have  not  increased 
at  the  rate  indicated.  Nor  have  they  increased  in  terms 
of  nearby  districts.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  District  can 
retain  good  teachers  unless  it  places  itself  in  a  much 
more  competitive  position  in  terms  of  salaries.  In  New 
Hampshire,  the  average  beginning  salary  for  teachers 
starting  in  1969  was  5%  greater  than  that  offered  to 
veteran  teachers  in  Strafford. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation 
for  the  cooperation  received  from  the  citizens,  school 
board,  children  and  staff  of  the  Strafford  School  Dis- 
trict.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  health  program  for  the  year,  1968-69,  was  car- 
ried out  in  the  usual  manner  with  an  annual  physical 
inspection  of  each  student  by  the  nurse.  When  defects 
were  noted,  the  appropriate  referral  and  follow-up  were 
made. 

The  Heaf  Test  for  tuberculosis  was  offered  in  each 
school  to  the  first  and  second  grade  students.  A  total 
of  324  children  were  tested,  and  4  also  received  the 
Mantoux  Test. 

The  students  of  Epsom,  Northwood,  and  Strafford 
again  received  the  benefit  of  preventive  dental  care 
through  programs  sponsored  by  the  N.H.  Bureau  of 
Dental  Public  Health  and  one  or  more  local  organiza- 
tions. Barrington,  Epsom,  and  Northwood  schools  also 
provided  corrective  dental  treatment  through  The 
Matching  Funds  Program. 

142  children  were  registered  for  first  grade  at  Pre- 
school Clinics  held  in  April  and  May.  Mrs.  Norma 
Keeler  of  Epsom  again  offered  her  services  at  these 
clinics,  and  her  help  was  greatly  appreciated  by  aD, 

The  ever  increasing  school  population  has  had  its 
effect  on  the  health  program,  as  well  as  elsewhere, 
raising  the  case  load  to  well  over  1,000  students  for 
one  nurse.  The  recommendation  of  the  N.H.  State 
Board  of  Education  is  for  a  maximum  case  load  not  to 
exceed  750  pupils  per  nurse;  and  ideally,  a  full-time 
nurse  for  every  350  students. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Martineau,  Mr.  Morgan,  School  Board  Members, 
teachers  and  parents  for  their  cooperation  and  support 
during  the  past  year.
